REMARKS 

Claims 6-23 are pending. Claims 6-23 remain rejected. In the Advisory Action the 
Examiner indicated that AppUcants' request for reconsideration has been considered, but does 
not place the application in condition for allowance. 

I. DOUBLE PATENTING REJECTION 

In the Advisory Action the Examiner maintained her rejection of claims 6-23 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-10 of U.S. Patent No. 5,478,577. The Examiner stated that "though the claims do not 
contain statements (i) and (ii)..., 5,478,577 and the instant Application claim the same controUed- 
release oral dosage form.
